S.O, 273(E).—Subject :—Constitution, Functions 
and Methodology oi' the Export Facilitation Com¬ 
mittee. 

1. OBJECTIVE,—With a view to provide a high 
level inter-Ministerial clearing house to deal with 
problems of exporters related to the pre-and post¬ 
shipment stages. Government have decided to consti¬ 
tute an Export Facilitation Committee. The Com¬ 
mittee will look into problems ot generic nature laced 
by the exporters and which nave not been resolved 
as a result of their direct interaction with the con¬ 
cerned agencies in the Ministry ol Commerce or 
other Ministries|Departmenti. Its objective will he to 
propose solutions, wherever possible, and to monitor 
and improve tire speed of processing so as to resolve 
problems encountered by exporters in a pragmatic 
and positive manner. 

2. CONSTITUTION.—'The Export Facilitation 
Committee (EFC) will be chaired bv the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports and will have re¬ 
presentation both from tire concerned Government 
Departments and from trade and industry. The 
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other members of the Committee will be : Member 
(Customs), (ij JS (Export Services); (ii) JS (Ex¬ 
port Production) ; (iii) JS (Institutions) in the 
Ministry of Commerce; (iv) Joint Secretary (Moni¬ 
toring Unit of Cabinet Committee) (MUCC) in the 
Ministry of Industry; (v) JS (Transport); (vi) Joint 
Secretary (Banking); (vii) JS (Chemicals; (viii) 
DDG, DGTD; (,x) Dirccor (DBK); (x) represen¬ 
tative of IDBI; (xi) EXIM Bank; (xii) ECGC and 
(xiii) A Representative each of ASSOCHAM, FICCI, 
F1EO and CEI will represent the trade. This Com¬ 
mittee will be authorised to invite other functiona¬ 
ries like Collectors of Customs, representatives of the 
Export Promotion Councils | Commodity Boards or 
institutions like TIFT, as and when considered ap¬ 
propriate. The Export Commissioner will be the 
Member-Secretary and will provide secretarial assist¬ 
ance. 

3. FUNCTIONS.—The EFC will deliberate 011 
the pre-shipment problems which relate to (i) avail¬ 
ability of credit, (ii) Inputs (both capital goods ancl 
raw materials), (tii) collaborations, (iv) setting up 
of 100% EOUs, (v) promotion of markets, (vi) 
fixation of drawback and rates, (vii) transport in¬ 
frastructure, etc. Similarly, EFC will look into post- 
post-shipment problems such as (a) disbursement of 
incentives by way of CCS|REP|Additional Licences| 
DBK|IPRS (b) Customs clearance ; and (c) trade 
disputes, etc. 

i. DOCUMENTATION AND METHODOLO¬ 
GY.—The EFC may, suo moto or on the request of 
any member, take up cases for consideration. A com¬ 
mon format will be devised *o standardise the pre¬ 
sentation of the issues (grievances ol the members of 
the exporting community. This application form may 
be addressed to the Export Commissioner, who in 
turn, may compare facts and ascertain views from the 
concerned Government Departments and place them 
before the EFC for consideration. The Administra¬ 
tive Department|Ministiy will be given time of 15 
flays to offer detailed comments on each of the 
referred cases for the scrutiny of EFC. The effort will 
be to solve the problems at the EFC level and com¬ 
municate the decision to the exporter. Any issues) 
noblems which remain and are considered suflicient- 
y weighty may be referred by EFC to the Commit¬ 
tee of Secretaries on Exports, headed by the Com¬ 
merce Secretary, for consideration)decision. Besides, 
tlie general performance of the various Committees 
constituted for clearing and issuing licences and dis¬ 
bursing the incentives will be placed before the EFC 
for the purpose of information, monitoring and 
evaluation, as and when considered necessary. 

5. PERIODICITY OF THE MEETINGS —EFC 
will meet once in a month.
